To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Aled  Rural  District  Council. 

Air.  Chairman,  Radies  and  Gentlemen, 

We  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  district  for  1968. 

The  Registrar-General  s estimated  population  ior  the  mid- 
year 1968  is  6.610,  which  indicates  a decrease  in  the  population 
of  10,  compared  with  the  estimated  population  lor  the  mid- 
year 1967.  During  the  previous  year  1966/67,  there  was  a 
decrease  in  the  population  of  40.  The  total  live  births  for  the 
area  during  1968  was  78,  giving  a corrected  birth  rate  o! 
13.8.  This  is  an  increase  compared  with  the  previous  year, 
when  the  total  live  births  amounted  to  73,  with  a corrected 
birth  rate  of  12.75.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  during 
the  year  were  75,  giving  a corrected  death  rate  of  11.4.  This 
is  an  increase  over  the  previous  year,  when  the  total  deaths 
numbered  70,  giving  a corrected  death  rate  of  10.6.  Comparing 
births  with  deaths,  this  shows  a natural  increase  in  the 
population  of  3.  The  infant  mortality  ra'e  of  14.28  is  lower 
than  in  1967,  when  it  stood  at  27.7  per  1,000  live  births.  The 
rate  for  1968  represents  one  infant  death. 

The  illegitimacy  rate  represented  as  a percentage  of  the 
total  live  births  at  10.2  is  a considerable  increase  over  the 
previous  year,  when  it  stood  at  2.7.  'i  his  represents  in  actual 
number  8 illegitimate  live  births.  The  national  rate  is  recorded 
as  8.8  and  has  been  steadily  rising  during  the  past  five  years. 
Although  the  many  services  now  available  to  protect  the 
mother  and  child  are  at  a high  state  of  development,  the 
illegitimate  child  still  remains  a somewhat  vulnerable  member 
of  our  society  and  therefore  warrants  special  attention  from 
the  health  and  social  services.  Fortunately,  there  is  an  indica- 
tion that  the  mothers  of  such  children  are  taking  advantage 
of  the  services  available  at  the  Child  Health  Clinics.  This 
problem  is  a national  problem  and  the  causes  associated  with 
the  rise  in  the  illegitimacy  rate  are  complex  and  raise  many 
controversial  questions  such  as  contraceptive  advice  to  the 
unmarried  and  sex  education  to  the  young. 
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Infectious  Diseases 

There  were  10  infectious  diseases  notified  as  occurring 
within  the  district  during  1968.  Of  these,  5 were  in  respect 
of  Measles.  Although  not  a notifiable  disease  under  the  Public 
Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1968,  one  case  of 
Brucellosis  was  reported  to  me  during  the  year.  Following 
this,  investigations  were  carried  out  by  your  officers  in  con- 
junction with  the  County  Public  Health  Inspector  and  it  was 
found  that  the  case  was  due  to  ingestion  of  milk  from  an 
infected  animal.  The  patient,  a farmer,  had  in  fact  a free 
ranging  herd  but  had  bought  one  cow  to  serve  he  and  his 
family  with  milk  and  it  was  via  this  beast  that  he  incurred 
his  infection.  This  highlights  the  problem  of  infected  beasts 
being  sold  on  the  open  market  and  until  an  adequate  scheme 
of  detection  and  slaughter  of  infected  animals,  with  adequate 
compensation  to  the  farmer,  is  introduced,  an  effective  eradic- 
ation scheme,  is  to  me,  difficult  to  conceive. 

Private  Water  Supplies 

72  supplies  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  30  supplies 
sampled  for  bacteriological  analysis. 

Investigation  of  these  supplies  requires  continual  visiting 
and  sampling  in  certain  instances,  particularly  where  the  first 
sample  has  been  unsatisfactory.  In  these  cases  it  becomes 
necessary  to  advise  the  owners  of  measures  which  they  can 
carry  out  to  improve  the  supply  by  (a)  protection  of  the 
source,  and  (b)  renewal  or  repair  of  supply  pipes  and  fittings. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  certain  instances  the  supply 
has  been  found  to  be  satisfactory  but  the  water  by  the  time 
it  reaches  the  consumer  is  contaminated  because  of  defective 
and  leaking  supply  pipes. 

Although  the  number  of  private  supplies  have  been  reduced 
due  to  the  provision  of  main  supplies,  the  few  remaining 
private  supplies  do  give  cause  for  concern  as  it  is  felt  that 
although  continual  sampling  and  supervision  is  carried  out, 
the  owners  of  such  supplies  producing  unsatisforv  samples 
could,  by  more  diligent  mainenance,  considerably  reduce  the 
amount  of  contamination. 

Public  Water  Supplies 

Investigations  continued  into  the  lead  content  of  public 
water  in  the  Gian  Conway  area,  The  Engineer  to  the  Cowlvd 
Board  had  taken  steps  to  ensure  that  the  water  was  treated 


in  such  manner  as  to  reduce  the  lead  solvent  properties  and 
there  is  no  doubt  that  his  action  has  resulted  in  a marked 
improvement. 

Nine  samples  were  taken  and  eight  were  satisfactory.  One 
was  above  the  recommended  limit  but  would  be  unlikely  to 
constitute  a health  hazard. 


Sewerage 

Last  year  a full  report  was  made  on  the  condition  of  each 
sewage  works  within  the  area  and  the  Council  have  now 
commissioned  their  Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  a de- 
tailed engineering  report  of  all  the  installations  in  the  area 
and  work  necessary  to  bring  them  up  to  the  required  standard. 
When  this  is  complete  the  Council  will  formulate  a pro- 
gramme of  improvement.  Unfortunately  we  have  been 
informed  by  the  Ministry  that  the  time  is  not  opportune  tor 
expenditure  of  this  nature,  but  the  Council  is  continuing  to 
press  the  Ministry  to  agree  to  the  necessary  sanction  for  the 
most;  urgent  schemes  to  be  carried  out. 

The  discharge  of  untreated  sewage  onto  the  Conway 
estuary  continues  and  this  fact,  together  with  new  building 
development  in  the  village,  makes  the  need  for  a new  system 
of  sewage  disposal  one  of  the  utmost  urgency. 

The  inadequacy  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  in  Trefnant 
has  been  considered  at  a Ministry  Inquiry  and  the  need  for 
new  disposal  works  has  been  accepted  by  the  Welsh  Office. 
The  scheme  of  improvement  has  been  prepared  and  it  is 
hoped  that  loan  sanction  will  shortly  be  forthcoming. 

The  need  for  a new  sewage  works  to  serve  Llanfair  village 
is  also  evident  and  will  no  doubt  merit  urgent  consideration 
when  the  Council  consider  its  programme  of  improvement. 

The  Council  is  urged  to  make  the  strongest  representations 
to  the  Ministry  to  implement  provision  of  adequate  sewage 
disposal  throughout  the  district,  as  it  is  felt  that  the  pre- 
vailing conditions  are  prejudicial  to  the  public  health.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 
(1)  Laboratory  Services. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  a service 
designed  to  assist  all  concerned  in  the  diagnosis,  prevention 
and  control  of  infection.  Over  fifty  Laboratories  are  located 
throughout  England  and  Wales.  The  Laboratory  which  serves 
West  Denbighshire  is  situated  at  Bryn  I'yfryd,  Conway. 

The  routine  specimens  examined  fall  under  two  main 
headings:  (a)  Medical  specimens,  and  (b)  Sanitary  specimens. 

The  medical  specimens  are  submitted  for  diagnosis  and 
prevention  of  bacterial  and  viral  infections.  Sanitary  specimens 
include  the  bacteriological  examination  of  water,  milk,  ice 
cream,  egg  products  and  fresh  fish,  etc. 
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In  addition,  the  work  of  the  service  includes  not  only  the 
investigation  of  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease,  but  also  the 
study  and  distribution  and  behaviour  of  various  infectious 
agents. 

During  the  year,  samples  of  water,  milk,  ice  cream  and 
cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  we 
are  indebted  to  Dr.  Kingsley  Smith,  the  Director  of  the  Con- 
way Laboratory,  for  his  ready  assistance  and  valuable  advice 
and  co-operation  to  us. 


Prophylactic  and  Therapeutic  Agents: 

German  Measles : Gamma  Globulin  obtainable  from  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Bryn  Hyfryd  Conway  (Tel.  Con- 
way 2478). 

Typhus  vaccine,  rabies  vaccine  and  anthrax  vaccine,  for 
prophylactic  use  only,  held  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
126  Mount  Pleasant,  Liverpool,  3 (Tel.  Royal  3636). 

Anthrax  vaccine  for  therapeutic  use  is  held  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Liverpool. 

Anthrax  anti-serum  is  held  at  the  C.  & A.  Hospital, 
Bangor  (Tel.  Bangor  3321),  and  the  Maelor  General  Hospital, 
Wrexham  (Tel.  Wrexham  3542). 

Snake  anti-venom  and  also  Botulinum  anti-serum  are  held 
at  the  C.  & A.  Hospital,  Bangor,  and  the  Maelor  General  Hos- 
pital, Wrexham. 

Anti-vaccine  for  tropical  snakes  is  held  only  at  the  Dis- 
pensary, Royal  South  Hants,  and  Southampton  Hospital, 
Southampton  (Tel.  Southampton  26211):  24-hour  service. 

Anti-yellow  fever  vaccine  is  obtainable  at  the  Regional 
Blood  Transfusion  Centre,  Hatton  Gardens,  Liverpool  (Tel. 
Central  8433)  and  inoculations  are  given  by  appointment  only. 

Anti-cholera,  anti-tetanus  and  whooping  cough  vaccine 
must  be  obtained  through  the  usual  trade  channels. 

Smallpox  vaccine  lymph  is  obtainable  from  the  Health 
Department,  Civic  Centre,  Colwyn  Bay  (Tel.  55271). 


Pathological  and  Biochemical: 

Doctors  may  send  specimens  likely  to  help  in  the  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  diseases  to  the  Royal  Alexandra  Hospital, 
Rhyl.  Information  concerning  such  speciments  is  not  normally 
received  unless  the  result  is  related  to  a public  health  or 
community  health  problem,  in  which  case  the  Medical  Officer 
receives  the  full  co-operation  of  the  Hospital  Pathologist  and 
the  General  Practitioner  concerned  with  the  case. 


PROTECTION  AGAINST  INFECTION. 


Smallpox  Vaccination: 

During  the  year  27  persons  received  primary  vaccination 
against  smallpox,  compared  with  46  during  the  previous  year. 
13  persons  were  re-vaccinated. 


Triple  Antigen  (Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus/ 

45  children  were  given  a primary  course  of  triple  antigen 
during  the  year,  whilst  98  children  received  booster  doses. 
During  the  previous  year  46  children  received  a primary 
course  of  this  agent,  whilst  36  children  received  booster 
doses. 

Poliomyelitis: 

54  persons  received  a primary  course  of  poliomyelitis  vac- 
cine during  1968,  whilst  70  persons  received  booster  doses  of 
this  agent.  During  the  previous  year  71  persons  received  a 
primary  course,  whilst  44  persons  received  booster  doses. 


Measles  Vaccination: 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  measles  vaccination  was 
introduced  and  a total  of  36  children  received  protection 
against  the  disease.  At  the  moment  vaccination  is  restricted 
to  children  of  a certain  age  group,  but  as  supplies  become 
more  plentiful  this  will  be  extended  to  cover  all  children  of 
school  age  who  are  susceptible  to  the  disease.

Opinion — The  analysis  does  not  indicate  any  gross  pollution  but  the 
water  has  corrosive  properties.  The  amount  of  colour  is  negligible 
and  the  amount  of  iron  is  not  excessive.  It  may  be1  that  the  com- 
plaint originates  fromi  water  standing!  in  an  old  or  corroded  pipe, 
and  in  ps  case  the  effect  will  be  intermittent.  It  is  not  improbable 
that  replacement  of  the  original  galvanised  pipe  by  alkadiene 
will  cure  the  trouble.

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Ag  will  be  observed  from  the  above  table,  14  samples  of  milk  and 
5 samples  of  other  food,  etc.,  were  taken  in  the  Aled  Rural  District 
during;  the  year.  Three  samples  of  milk  reported  as  not  genuine  were 
all  concerned  with  the  one  producer.  A sample  of  milk  taken  on  the 
street  was  found  to  be  seriously  deficient  in  fat  content.  Appeal  o 
Cow”  samples  were  taken  and  these  too  were  found  to  be  below 
standard.  The  producer  concerned  was  advised  and  cautioned  according- 
ly. Further  samples  taken  from  this  source  were  found  to  be  gen  in.  . 
'1'he  other  samples  were  certified  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  be  of  good 
quality  and  free  from  all  prohibited  preservatives,  colouring  matter, 
etc.  In  addition  to  the)  usual  tests  for  quality,  the  Analyst  carried  out 
tests  on  farm  bottled!  milk  for  the  presence  of  antibiotics.  All  such 
11  tests  proved  negative  in  each'  instance. 

In;  addition  to  the  milk  samples  analysed  by  the  Public  Analyst,  a 
further  15  samples  of  milk  taken  from  schools,  homes,  vending 
machines,  etc.,  were  tested  in  the  department.

The  Ambulance  Service  is  administered  by  the  Denbighshire 
County  Council  under  the  provisions  of  Part  III.  of  the 
National  I-Iealth  Service  Act,  1948.  The  Ambulance  Control  is 
situated  at  Colwyn  Bay  and  the  day  to  day  administration  of 
this  service  is  the  responsibility  of  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

Nineteen  ambulances  are  under  my  control,  operating  in 
West  Denbighshire,  the  service  during  the  day  being  operated 
by  a staff  of  full-time  drivers  and  attendants,  whilst  at  night, 
weekends  and  during  Bank  Holidays  the  service  is  manned 
and  operated,  by  the  Colwyn  Bay  and  Abergele  Voluntary 
Ambulance  Corps.
